WILSON MAY MOVE 
TO SAVE POLAND 
FROM RUSS ARMIES 


Warsaw, August 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Polish foreign 
office has sent a note to the al- 


lies and a special note to the United » 


States on the actual political situa- 
tion, it was learned today. 

The Polish foreign office has sent 
to the league of nations a note 
presenting the Polish side of the 
peace and armistice controversy 
with the soviet government of Rus- 
gia. 


United States Action Predicted. 


Washington, august 7.—An- 
nouncement of the attitude of -the 
United States toward the bolshevik 
invasion in Europe and Asik is not 
expected until the note addressed 
to the Washington government by 
Poland has been received. An inter- 
change of views is already in prog- 
ress, however, between the United 
States and the French and British 
governments in an attempt, offi- 
cials said, to map out a course of 
action promising favorable results 

With the threatened political and 
economic collapse of Poland and 
reactions of similar gravity antici- 
pated in states adjacent to the new 
republic, officials described the sit- 
uation as approaching a point where 
self-interest would prompt the 
United States to take action. 
The view was expressed that the 
threat of a nullification of the vic- 
tory over Germany was contained 
in the understandihg said to exist 
between soviet Russia and Ger- 
many, and that this offered suffi- 
eient provocation for action by the 
United States. These officials took 
the position that as a power asso- 
‘iated with the allies in the occu- 
pation of the Rhineland, the United 
States maintained a very evident 
interest in the preservation of the 
‘victory, although it had not rati- 
fied as yet the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

Steps That May Be Taken. - 

Included among steps which the 
United States might find itself com- 
@®elled to take, officials suggested, 
extension of credits to permit the 
purchase by Poland of surplus war 
materials, a declaration of moral 
support for Poland and a warning 
to the soviet government not to 
trespass further beyond its boun- 
daries. Military aid, it was added, 
could be considered only if all else 
failed. 

Military authorities suggested 
that the brigade destined for Silesia 
pnd detained in Germany, if now 
sent to Silesia might steady not 
only Poland, but Czecho-Siovakia 
and Germany. The complete stran- 
gulation of Poland by the cutting 
of the Danzig corridor by the bol- 
shevik army, these officers added, 
was a grave eventuality which the 
presence of American troops in 
that area might possibly avert. 

So long as the bolsheviki are 
able to exercise complete censor- 
ship over all communication in s0- 
viet Russia, little promise was seen

“Patriotism was 
not buried in France,” declared 
Trammel Scott, of Atlanta, who ad- 
dressed the meeting, adding that 
he was willing to tdfent for the 
rights of his country.

Similar action was also taken by 
the legion post at Eatonton, which 
went on record as approving the 
stand taken by the Atlanta post in 
denouncing Watson and Hardwick.

Griffin, Ga., August 7.—(Special.) 
Resorting to ‘old army songs, 
“Pack Up Your Troubles in Your 
Old Kit Bag, and Smile, Smile, 
Smile,” “There’s a Long, Long Trail 
Nath 
Thompson, a Methodist minister, 
quieted the followers of Thomas E. 
Watson, candidate for the United 
States senate, at a political meet- 
ing‘at Griffin today, after he had 
been asked by the American legion 
to follow Watson on the platform, 
and the followers of the Thomson 


editor had hooted and jeered the 
preacher. for forty minutes in an 


effort to prevent him from speak- 


ing in defense of the legion, the 
president and the administration. 

The decision to have Mr. Thomp- 
sor, who is the celebrated evangel- 
ist of the North Georgia conference, 
and who has spoken or held revival 
meetings if practically every city 
and town in this territory, speak 
after the Watson rally was over was 
reached after representatives of the 
sensational candidate had flatly re- 
fused a challenge to divide time. 

Notices,of the speech by Mr. 
Thompson were circulated through 
the crowd by members of the 
American legion in Griffin who 
went on record Friday night as in- 
dorsing the fight against Watson 
and Hardwick. 

Attacks the Presigent. 

Watson’s speech was character- 
ized by his usual tirade against 
Woodrow Wilson and his usual 
claims about what he would ac- 
complish if he were elected to the 
senate. He paid his usual compli- 
ments to his opponents, but it was 
plain to be seen from the first that 
the audience was not entirely avith 
him. He had supporters in the 
crowd who cheered his stereotyped 
utterances, but it was very evident 
that the interest was not intense 
since scores of people left the 
grounds during his address. 

After Watson finished speaking, 
his audience was dismissed, and 
this was the signal for Rev. Mr. 
Thompson to take the stand. Not an 
interruption occurred during Wat- 
son’s speech, despite the fact that 
he went further than he has ever 
gone in his denunciation of the 
legion and his statements relative 
to the officers of the army. He call- 
ed Pershing a coward, and said that 
he was only at the front one time, 
and that at that time his-own men 
shot holes through the top of his 
car and he left the front at 80 
miles an hour. 

When Thompson took “the stand 
, after atson had repeatedly plead 
for edipsete in his address, the 
Watson supporters in the crowd at- 
tempted by every possible means to 
ery him down. He merely smiled at 
them and coolly pulled out his 
watch and announced that he was 
there to stay until train time. 

Appeal fer “Square Deal.” 

For a long time it looked as if 
the minister would not be allowed 
to speak, but finally, after several 
songs were sung and @ppeals made 
to the better element in the crowd 
by various persons fang aot free 
speech to really be evidenced, he 
was permitted to make his address.

Mexican Government to 
Give Villa Huge Estate

(By the, Associated Press.)—Under 
terms of his “unconditional” sur- 
render, Francisco Villa, Mexican 
bandit leader, will get a huge es- 
tate at Canutilla, Durango, where 
he will be guarded for the remaing 
der of his life with fifty of his 
trusted followers, who will be paid 
by the government, it was learned 
here today. 

Villa’s surrender will cost the 
Mexican government two million 
dollars gold, according to estimates 

Villa, with 900 officers and men, 
is en route over the desert to San 
Pedro from Cuatro Crenegas for 
final arrangements for his surren 
der and the disarming of his force. 
Me will reach here Monday and 
then march to Gomez Palacio, where 
his men will be disarmed and re- 
ceive a year’s pay prior to being 
given farms where the men thém- 
selves designate throughout’ Mexi- 
co.

Villa has spies in every Mexican 
town and hamlet and these also ure 
en-route to Gomez Palacio to share 
in the surrender terms. 

The personal guard of fifty men 
Villa will select, it is presumed. 
from among his most trusted offi- 
cers. 

Villa’s “Word of Honor.” 

The guard will be paid according 
to the rank the various officers held 
under Villa and cannot be displaced 
according to the official agreement 
General Eugenio Martinez made 
public here, 

According to the agreement sign- 
ed July 28, Villa gave his “word 
of honor” never to fight against 
the constitutional government or 
against Mexico, and Martinez gave 
his word of honor that the condi- 
tions agreed on would be complied 
with strictly. 

The agreement creates in Mexico 
a situation parallelling that result- 
ing in the United States from the 
Indian settlements. 

Villa, in surrender is as independ- 
ent as ever. Federal government 
agents for days following his as- 
senting to the surrender agreement 
were unadvised as to his where- 
abouts. That gave rise to many 
rumors the surrender had not oc- 
curred and that Villa had tricked 
the government. 


MEXICAN CAPTAIN 
ONLY WOUNDED. 


Mexicali, Lower, California, Au- 
gust 7.—Captain Leonardo Zep-da, 
of the Mexican federal gunboat Te- 
cate, reported shot and killed at 
Esnenanda, was only wounded, ac- 


cording to a statement issued today“ 


by Governor Estaban Cantu. In 
the same statement Governor Cantu 
denied he had agreed. to surrender 
to Provisional President de La 
Huerta on condition no more troops 
were sent to Lower California. 

Cantu’s statement says in part: 

“Captain Zepeda was not killed, 
but was wounded in the thigh while 
trying to escape from an army cap- 
tain. He is being attended careful- 
ly and will no doubt recover. Cap- 
tain Zepeda was placed under ar- 
rest when he landed and struck the 
army captain and ran towards the 
American consulate. He was three 
times warned to stop before the 
Shot was fired, and this shot was 
almed at his feet. He and all the 
members of the crew of the Tecate 
have the liberty to Enzenada, but of 
course will not be permitted to pro- 
ceed with the Tecate.

Plenty of Piquancy. 


There was abundant evidence of 
piquancy, both prepared and spon- 
taneous. The Cox song, “Ohio, Ohio. 
We'll Elect Jimmie Cox or Know 
the Reason Why,” was sung half a 
hundred times to the tune of “Oh, 
We'll Ramb!e, We'll Ramble.” The 
banners and slogans had joke and 
allusion. The delegation from §Sen- 
ator Harding’s home town, Ma- 
rion, announced on their standard 
that “We’re Here, Jimmy,” and a 
delegation from Milwaukee carried 
a banner saying “The Vote that 
Will Make Milwaukee Famous— 
ninety-nine and one-half per cent 
Cox, offeé-half of one per cent Har- 
ding.”

Christensen, farmer-labor party

In a telegram, placing responsibil. 
ity for the fate of the amendment 
in this state upon them as leaders 
of their respective parties. 

Mr. Christensen is here to ad- 
dress the Nashville trades and la- 
bor council In behalf of ratification 
tomorrow. The special session of 
the legislature ‘for consideration of 
the suffrage amendment ts called 
for Monday. 

Chritensen’s Telegram. 


Mr. Christensen’s telegram fol- 
lows: 

“You are well aware that unless 
the Tennessee legislature, which 
meets on Monday, ratifies the fed- 
eral woman suffrage amendment. 
the women of the country can not 
participate in the November na- 
tional elections. You are well 
aware of your power to influence 
the members of your party in the 
Tennessee legislature on this ques- 
tion, inasmuch as your party plat- 
form pledges you and your party 
to immediate application of the 
principal of universal suffrage. If 
you can not hold the members cf 
your party faithful to the party’s 
pledges before election, the coun- 
try will doubt your ability to carry 
out your pledges if you should be 
elected to the presidency. 

“This is to notify you that out of 
26 democrats in the state senate 
only eight are pledged to ratifica- 
tion, and out of 73 democrats in,the 
house only 34 are pledged to ratifi- 
cation; that out of seven republi- 
cans in the state senate 
only three are pledged to rat- 
ification and out of 26 republi- 
cans in the house only eight are 
pledged to ratification. And I would 
further notify you that many of the 
unpledged members have said they 
will stand by the decision of their 
party caucus,

As Result of Breakdown 
That Has Rendered the 
Main Pumping Unit at 
Waterworks Inoperative. 


ECONOMICAL USAGE 
OF WATER IS URGED 


Break in City’s Most Pow- 
erful Pumping Unit, In- 
stalled Six Months Ago, 
Came at Most Inoppor- 
tune Time. 


As the result of a breakdown that 
has rendered the main pumping unit 
at the city waterworks station in- 
operative, a situation has arisen with 
reference to the city’s water supply 
that is termed “serious” by officials 
at the city hall. 

With a vast curtailment in pump- 
ing power, necessitated by the acci- 
dent, and with the hot, dry month of 
August facing the city. Acting 
| Mayor Harvey Hatcher, yesterday 
afternoon issued an appea to all 
residnts to practice rigid economy 
in order that Atlanta may not suffer 
a serious Bhortage of water that 
may hold extremely dangerous pos- 
sibilities. 

The main upnit of the water pump- 
ing station, which supplied water to 
the filtering plants, will resume bp- 
erations just as soon as a part simi- 
lar to that which broke early Sat- 
urday morning can be secured from 
the Westinghouse factory in Pitts- 
burg. Officials state that this will 
require at least a week, and prob- 
ably longer. 

Must Sonserve Water. 

In the meantime, Acting Mayor 
Hatcher stresses the fact that the 
importance of conserving water in 
every way possible cannot be over- 
estimated. Officials have no desire 
to 
of the city. but ahey are careful to 
explain that. only the most rigid 
economy in the use of water can 
prevent a serious situation. 

The breakdown in the eity’s most 
powerful pumping unit, which was 
installed somer six months ago, and 
which Is supplemented in its activi- 
ties by four much smaller units, 
came at a time when the city was 
least prepared to met suéh an 
emergency. This is due to the fact 
that heavy consumption of water 
during the past two hot and dry 
summer months had already con- 
siderably lowered the resevre supply 
of ‘water in the city’s big storage 
reserveirs, and the cessation’ of 
upmping by the bit unit has 
caused the available supply ti dwin- 
dle to what is described by water- 
works officials to be “the danger 
mark.” 

Acting Mayor Hatcher Baturéas 
afternoon issued an appeal to all 
residents of the city to instantly 
discontinue sprinkling laws and 
watering gardens, and to put an 
absolute stop to any similar use of 
water that has been practiced lur- 
ing the past. 

Departments to Conserve. 

Every city department that uses 
water has been instructed to keep 
this amount to a minimum, and the 
conservation of every drop possi- 
ble in household use is urged un- 
til consumers are notified that the 
pumping unit has resumed work and 
replenished the supply im the re- 
serve rejervoirs,

ter for ali purposes is ahsolutely 
necessary so as not to overtax the 
capacity of the’four small pumps

“President Wilson, as our representative at the peace table, en- 
tered the league in our name, in so far as the executive authority 
permitted. Senator Harding, as the republican candidate for the 
presidency, proposes in plain words that we remain out of it. As the 
democratic candidate, I favor going in.” 

“The first duty of the new administration clearly will be the 
ratification of the treaty. The matter should be approached with- 
out thought of the bitterness of the past. The public verdict will 
have been rendered, and“l am confident that the friends of world 
peace as it will be prathoted by the league, wil] have in numbers the 
constitutional requisite to favorable senatorial action.”

GOVERNOR 60 
TAKES STANDARD 
FORIS20 CAMPAIGN 


Thousands Cheered the 


Nominee as He An- 
nounced League Would 


Be the Paramount Issue. 


SPECTACULAR PARADE 
FEATURED THE DAY 


Standing Bareheaded, the 
Governor Reviewed the 


Great Procession and 
Then Delivered His 
| Speech of Acceptance. 


Fair Grounds, Dayton, Ohlo, Au- 
gust 7.—The democrati¢ presiden- 
tail standard, with the leatue of na- 
tlons and progress, {ts peak escutch- 
eons, today was marched into the 
1920 campaign by Governor James 
M. Cox. 

A throng of cheering democrats, 
estimated variously at between 30,- 
600 and 75,000, witnessed €jovernor 
Cox’s acceptance of party leader- 
ship in the presidential contest, fol-’ 
lowing formal notification by Sena- 
tor Robinson, of Arkansas, chair- 
man at the San Francisco conven- 
tion, of its cholce. 

To the ceremonies at the Mont- 
gomery county fair grounds, Gov- 
ernor Cox, with Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, his running mate, marched for 
a mile in a broiling sun at the head 
of a parade of democratic delega- — 
tions, which he later reviewed. Their 
presence in the parade was an elev- 
enth-hour thought of the governor, 
who had planned merely to review 
the democratic hosts, which came 
in thousands from Ohio and also 
other states. The parade line alone, 
sprinkled with two-score of bands, 
was estimated to contain 20,000 
marchers. 

‘ Kept Crowd Cheering. 

For two hours the governor, in 
his address of acceptance, kept the 
vast throng cheering ashe gave. 
with emphasis, his campaign poli- 
cies. He made the league his para- 
mount declaration, declaring he 
stood for American and world peace 
by its adoption, with “interpreta- * 
tions” preserving its vital plan. He 
declared the league was a part of 
the democratic offering of progress 
as against republican reaction. His 
advocacy of the league drew lengthy 
demonstrations from his audience 
“ind statements of approval from 
party leaders gathered here for the 
democratic ceremonial. 

Two reservations he has suggested 
to the league covenant were em- 
phasized by the governor, regard- 
ing the controverted Article 10. He 
was cheered loudly in comparing it 
to the Monroe -doctrine, with its 
peace record. The democratic le- 
gions also shouted approval! of dec- 
law 
enforcement—his only inferential 
reference to prohibition—reduction 
of taxation and scores of other 
issues he proclaimed. 

Rain at,the Close. 

The candidate’s address closed, 
as evening fell, a day of demo- 
cratic jubilation. Rain early in the 
day, which threatened to mar the 
event, gave way to bright sunshine 
by afternoon, with sultry humidity, 
but shortly before the governor 
concluded, another light rain pour- 
ed upon the crowds, causing many 
to leave and somewhat marring the 
closing event.

This is an unfair practice and 
should,be stopped. Besides, there 
should be a time limit beyond which 
perishable foodstuffs should not be 
stored. Every successful modern 
business enterprise has its purchas- 
ing, producing and selling departy 
ments. The farmer has maintained 
only one. the producing department, 
It is not only fair that he be en- 
abled both to purchase and to sell 
advantageously, but it is absolutely 
necessary because he has become a 
competitor with the manufactur- 
er for labor. He has been unable 
to compete in the past and his help 
in consequence has beén insuffi- 
cient. Therefore the right of co- 
operative purchasing and selling in 
the modern view, should be remov- 
ed from all question. Agricultural 
thought has not been’ sufficiently 
represented in affairs of govern- 
ment. Many of the branches of the 
government which deal remotely or 
directly with the soil and its prob- 
lems and its possibilities would be 
more valuable to the general wel- 
fare if the practical experience of 
the farmer were an element in 
their administration. To be spe- 
cific, the interstate commerce com- 
mission, the federal reserve board, 
the federa] trade commission and 


the United States tariff commissiong Wtre more or less 


are admjnistered by business men. 
Does anyone contribute more to the 
making and success of railroads 
than the farmer or to the creation 
and prosperity of the banks, or to 
the stability of mansfacturing and 
trade units, or to the agencies in- 
terested in exporting? 
To Decrease Tenantry. 

r obgective should pe a Ye- 
creased tenantry. With the period 
of occupancy uncertain, the renter 
strips land of its fertile elements, 
and each year diminishes our na- 
tional assets. Under the operation 
of the federal reserve and the farm 
loan acts, encouragement has come 
to thousands who find that indus- 
try, character and intelligence are 
a golden security to the people's 
banker, the government of the Uni- 
ted States. Multiply our home own- 
ers, and you will make the way of 
the seditious agitator more diffi- 
cult. Bring into the _ picture of 
American life more families, happi- 
ly a part of garden and flowers all 
their own, and you will find new 
streams running into the national 
current of patriotism. Help to 
equalize the burdens of taxation by 
making the holders of hidden 
wealth pay their share with ‘those 
whose poverty is in sight.

| day. Unity in operation, the elimi- 
nation of the long haul, and the 
merging of every mile of track and 
terminal and every car and engine 
into a co-ordinated plan of opera- 
tion, enabled the government to 
transport troops and supplies, at 
the same time affording, under 
great stress, a satisfactory outlet 
for our industries, it should be re- 
membered in this connection that 
except for the motor truck whick 
supplemented transportation by 
rail, and except for the great pipe 
lines which conveyed oil for com- 
mercial purposes, we should not, 
In ali probability have been able 
to throw our deciding strength into 
the balance and win the war. Any 
attempt to discredit the federal op- 
eration of railroads during the years 
of grave emergency is unfair. In 
the case of those who know the 
facts it is insincere. Too much can- 
/not be said in praise of those who 
directed this work, nor of the men 
who physically operated the lines 
under the discouraging conditions 
of poor equipment. But all of this is 
water over the wheel. The prob, 
a pp Fm railroads ate with us.

the utmost good faith, to give thor- 
ough test to private ownership. The 
railroads have had their lesson. 
Government regulation is accepted 
now as not only a safeguard to the 
public, but as a conserving process 
to the utility and stability of pub- 
lic corporations. Financial credit 
is necessary to physical rehabilita- 
tion and it should be sufficient for 
the periods of maximum demand. 
We should not lose sight, hgwever, 
of the vast possibilities of Ppie- 
mentary service by water. ee 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence navi- 
gation oject, particularly, should 
Claim the interest of the governs 
ment. About one-third of our states 
would be supplied with an outlet 
for every ton of their exports. The 
opportunity to make of the lake 
harbors great océan ports of entry 
is inspiring to contemplate. In the 
crop-moving period, the call on the 
railroads is staggering. Grain piles 
up in the elevators. ith stagna- 
tion more or less general, the farmer 
sells his product under the most 
unfavorable conditions. The track- 
uze and the terminals in middle 
States particularly, are clogged with 
this traffic and interference with 
local nfovements of freight is in- 
evitable. The solution would be 
simplified by utilizing the water- 
ways. Aside from this, the accru- 
ing gain from every crop would be 
a consideration for the reason that 
the price of grain in this country 
is made by the Chicago market ana 
it is determined by the London quo- 
tations. The price in the British 
metropolis is a stated figure less 
the cost of transportation. fhe 
routing of these commodities by 
water would effect a saving of ap- 
proximately eight cents a bushel, 
which means that American grain 
would net just that much- more.

Federal Reserve Act. 

For more than forty years before 
Woodrow Wilson was elected presi- 
dent in 1912, a reform of our bank- 
ing and currency system had been 
almost universally demanded and 
had been year after year deferred 
or refused by the stand-pat ele- 
ment of the republican party in obe- 
dience to orders. The control of 
money and interest rates had long 
been held» by favored groups who 
were thus able to dominate mar- 
kets, regulate prices, favor friends, 
destroy rivals, precipitate and end 
nanics and in short through their 
financial, social and political out- 
posts, be the real rulers of America. 
The federal reserve act was origi- 
nated, advocated and made a law 
by a democratic president and con- 
gress, against the bitter protests 
of the republican’ stand-patters. 
who almost without exception voted 
against it. Among these men are 
the familiar names of Senators 
Lodge Penrose and Smoot. the in- 
side senate cabal responsible for 
the existing status in the leader- 
ship of their party. The federa) 
reserve act is admitted to be the 
most conservative monetary legis- 
lation in history. At a stroke it 
transferred the power over money 
and credit and all they represent, 
from one financial district out into 
the keeping of the people them- 
selves and instead of one center to 
which all paid tribute, there are 12 
citadels of financial freed where 
every citizen has an equalright and 
where the princivle that the credit 
of American business shall be free 
is the basis: of administration. Ev- 
ery citizen should be alert to guard 
this great institution which is his 
guarantee of credit indenendence. 
It should be kept from the hands 
of those who have never been its 
friends, and who by changes in a 
few obscure phrases could trans- 
late {it into a greater power for 
evil than it ever has been for good. 
It is almost unnecessary to speak 
of the federal reserve syste in 
connection with the winning of the 
war, as, next to the consecration 
of our manhood and womanhood 
itself. the greatest factor was the 
marshalling into one unit through 
the federal reserve banks of the 
stupendous wealth of America. To 
those of vision who look out be- 
yond our shores into that commer- 
cial domain where we are so justly 
entitled to enter in a time of peace, 
latent power of the federal reserve 
system can be seen promoting in 
every quarter of the globe an ever- 
widening .flow of American come- 
merce. We will soon have a mer- 
chant marine fleet of 11.900,000 tons 
aggregate, every ship fiying the 
American flaz and ecarrving in 
American bottoms the products of 
mill and mine and factory and 
farm. This would seem to be a 
guarantee of continued prosperitv. 
Our facilities for exchange and 
credit. however. in forei~n parts, 
should ‘be enlarged and under the 
federal reserve system. banks 
should be established in important 
trading centers. IT am impressed 
also. with the itmportance of im- 
proving. if not reorganizing our 
consular service. The certain in- 
crease in foreign trade would seem 
to demand it. This suggests an- 
other change. Our ambassadors to 
foreten countries have had assigned 
to them a militarv and naval at- 
tache. The staff should be en'are- 
ed so as to Include an officer of the 
government whose exclusive duty 
would be to make observation and 
report development and improve- 
ment in educational and social 
problems generally. 

Government bureaus during the 
war had \clo ‘ contact’ with the 
business orgdnization of the coun- 
try. That experience revealed the 
modern need of reorganization along 
purely business lines. The advant- 
ages of a democracy in government 
need not be recounted. It has been 
held by,experfs that it involves the 
disadvafitage of disbursements, au- 
thorized by the law-making power 
without sufficient knowledge of the 
need of the service. or the possibili- 
ties of extravagance. The answer to 
this is the budget system. No suc- 
cessful business enterprise of any 


size ean ar-rete withort it. For a

ference between department 
and caprice, at the same time, pay- 
ing little attention to the relation 
as between income and expense. 
Many of the states have adopted a 
budget system, and with a success 
that carries no exception, Effici- 
ency has been improved—depart- 
mental responsibility has been cen- 
tered, and economies have been ef- 
fected. The same can be done by 
the federal government. The system 
will reveal at once, as it did in the 
states, as vast surplusage of em- 
ployees. It awakens indivilual in- 
terest, encourages greater effort, 
and gives opportunity for talent to 
assert itself. The normal course of 
least resistance, develops in» gov- 
ernment bureaus a hardpan, which 
retards progress. When the reor- 
ganization is made, pay should be 
commensurate with service. Many 
federal departments whose ramifi- 
cations touch the country generally, 
have lost valuable men to business. 
This has badly crippled postoffices, 
the railway mail service and other 
branches. 


I am convinced after considerable 


study of the swbject that the ex- 
pense of the government can, with- 
out loss of efficiency, be reduced to 
a maximum of four billion dollars, 
including sinking fund and interest 
on the national debt. When we en- 
ter the league of nations, we shorlid 
at the same time diminish our cust 
for armament. To continue expendi- 
tures jm either the war or the navy 
departments on a vast scale, once 
our membership in the Jeague is as- 
sured, would seem to be a very defi- 
nite refutation of the advantages 
of the world,plan which we believe 
it possesses. An appealing funda- 
mental in the league method is the 
reduction of armaments. We cannot 
afford to do it until other nations 
do likewise. If we do not enter 
the league, hundreds of millions of 
dollars must be spent for arma- 
ments. If we go in, and [ believe 
the people will insist on it, then we 
can count on economies. 

Since the last natonal conventions 
of the two great parties, a world 
war has been fought, historic, un- 
precedented. For many, many 
months civillzation hung in the 
balance. In the despair of dark 
hours, it seemed as though a world 
dictator was inevitable, and that 
henceforth men and women who 
had lived in freedom would stand 
at attention, in the face of the 
drawn sword of military autocracy. 
The very soul of America was 
touched as never before with a fear 
that ou liberties were to be taken 
away. What America did needs 
no reiteration here. It is Known 
ef all men. History will acclaim it 
—poets will find it an inspiration 
throughout the ages. And yet there 
is not a line in the republican plat- 
from that breathes an emoti of 
pride, or recites our, national 
achievement. In fact, if a man 
from Mars were to depend upon the 
republican platform or its spoken 
interpretation, by the candidate of 
that party, as his first means of in- 
formation, he would not find a syl- 
lable telling him that the war had 
been won, and that America had 
saved the world. How ungenerous, 
ho wungracious all of this is: how 
unfair that a mere group of leaders 
should so demean themselves in the 
name of the party of Lincoln and 
McKinley and Roosevelt. 

Discourtesy te Fresident. 

The discourtesy to the president 
is an affair of political intrigue. 
History will make it odious. As 
well might it be directed at a 
wounded soldier of the war. One 
fell in the trench; the strength of 
the other was broken in the enor- 
mous labors of his office. But 
others. were ignored—the men and 
women who labored at home with 
an industry and a skill that words 
cannot recount! What of the hands 
that move the lathe by day and 
the needle by night? What of the 
organizations, superbly’ effective, 
that conserved fdod and fed the 
world—that carried nourishment to 
the very front trench in the face of 
hell’s furies—tha nursed the 
wounded back to life—that buried 
the dead in the dark shelter of the 
night—that inspired business men 
and artisans of all parties to work 
in harmony? What of the millions 
of men, women and children of all 
creeds, religious and otherwise, who 
stood in the ranks as firm as sol- 
diers overseas, undivided by things 
they once quarreled about? What 
of the government itself—confirm- 
ing the faith of our fathers as suf- 
ficient to meet the storms of time? 
Why the sneer at labor with the 
veiled charge that it was a mere 
Slacker? The spectacle is sufficient 
to convince any unprejudiced man 
that the republican leaders who 
have taken charge of their party 
and nominated its candidate, are no 
more possessed of the spirit of the 
hour than they were in 1912 when 
they precipitated a revolution with- 
in the rank and file of a great 
organization. If further proof were 
needed, the action of the present 
congress supplies it. Not a con- 
structive law can be cited. Money 
and time were wasted in seeking to 
make a military triumph an odious 
chapter in history—and yet is it 
not significant that after two years 
of sleuthful inguiry, there was 
nothing revealed in that vast en- 
terprise, carrying billions of dol- 
lars in expense, upon which they 
could base even a whisper of dis- 
honesty? 


The Mexican situation, trying to 
our patience for years, begins to 
show sizns of improvement. Not 
the least of the things that have 
contributed to it, is a realization 
by the people of that country, that 
we have neither the lust for their 
domain, nor disposition to disturb 
their sovereign rights. Peace 
smiles upon the border and incen- 
tive to individual effort seems to 
be making a national aspiration. 

Many elements have made our re- 
public enduring; not the least of 
which is a sustained gratitude. The 
richest traditions of our land are 
woven from historic threads that 
tell the bravery of our soldiers of 
every war. They make the first im- 
pressions of history upon the minds 
of our children and bind the hearts 
of generations together. Never in 
all time will the performance of our 
soldiers in the late war be sur- 
passed. From farm, forest and fac- 
pov: they gathered together in the 
training camps—from countryside 
and city—men whose hands were 
calloused by labor, others whose 
shoulders showed the stoop of of- 
fice task—the blood of any na- 
tions flowing in their veins—and 
the same impulse ran from the 
front trench in Europe back to the 
first day in training. We must not 
forget that war breaks imto the 
plans of young men, and their first 
chart of life is in a sense more im- 
portant than any ealculation later 
on. In college and shop—in every 
calling. they were building the base 
for their careers. Thousands of 
them by the circumstance of injury 


or the disturbance of domestic con~, 


ditions which war always brings. 
were compelled to change thelr 
whole course of life. We owe a 
debt to those who died. and to those 
the honored dead left dependent. 
We owe a debt to the wounded; 
but we must realize that considera- 
ble compensation is due those also 
who lost much by the break in their 
material hopes and aspirations. The 
genius of the nation’s mind and the 
sympathy of its heart, must inspire 
intensive thoughtful effort. to as- 
sist those who saved our all. I feel 
deeply that the rehabilitation of 
the disabled soldiers of the recent 
war is one of the most végal issues 
before the people and I, as a candi- 
date, pledge myself and my party 
to those young Americans to do all 
in my power to secure for them 
without unnecessary delay, the im- 
mediate training which is so neces- 
sary to fit them to compete in 
their strve to overcome that 
physical han p incurred while in 
the service of their government 

believe also that the federal board 
of vocational rehabilitation as far 
as possible should employ disabled 
soldiers themselves to supervise the 
rehabilitation of disabled soldiers. 
because of their known sympathy 
and understanding. The board it- 
self and all agencies under it should 
be burdened with the care of secur- 
ing for the disabled soldier who has 
finished his training, adenuate em- 
ployment, These men will ins@ire 
less than 
they have themselves been inspired 
by the heroes of the past. No 
greater force for patriotic effort 
was found when we were drawn 
into the late conflict than the ex- 
ample and activitv of our veter- 
ans of previous wars. tinder the 
colors they loved, gathered the sol- 
diera of the rast. bringine ouickly 
to their su 7~ort eh rew army of

Gevernment by Party. 


The women of America, in emo- 
tion and constructive service, 
measured up during the wer to 
every requiremtnt, and emergency 
exacted much of them. Their inftia- 
tive, their enthusiasm, and their 
sustained industry, which carried 
mane of them to the heavy burdens 
of toil, form an undying page in the 
annals of the time, while the touch 
of the mother heart in camp and 
hospital, gave a sacred color to the 
tragic picture that feeble words 
should not even attempt to portray 
They demonstrated not only will- 
ingness but capacity. They helped 
win the war, and they are entitled 
to a voice in the readjustment now 
at hand. Their intuition, their sense 
of the humanitarian in government, 
their unquestioned progressive 
spirit will be helpful in problems 
that ' req@ire public judgment. 
Therefore they are entitled to the 
privilege of voting as a matter of 
right and because they will be help- 
ful, in maintaining wholesome and 
patriot policy. It requires but one 
more state to ratify the national 
amendment and thus bring a long- 
delayed justice. I have the same 
earnest hope as our platform ex- 
presses, that some one of the re- 
maining states will promptly take 
favorable action. 

Senator Harding’s theory of the 
great office to which he espires, 
putting a thoroughly fair interpre- 
tation on his own words, is that the 
government of this country, s0 far 
as it is embodied in the executive, 
should be what he is pleased to call 
“government by party,”.as in con- 
tract with the exercise by the presi- 
dent of his own best final judgment 
under the responsibility assumed 
by his solemn oath of oftice, taking 
into consideration the views of oth- 
ers, of course, in arriving at that 
final judgment, but recognizing no 
group of any kind, not sworn, as 
he is, to the faithful performance 
of the particular duties in question, 
and not subject to impeachment, as 
he is, in case of serious malfeasance 
in the performance of those duties. 
The latter is the conception of the 
presidency hgild by Washington, 
John Adams and Thomas Jefferson 
in initiating our great experiment 
in polittcal and personal freedom 
under the constitution. It is the 
conception held by Lincoln and 
Roasevelt, by Cleveland and Wilson, 
and all other presidents of the past 
to whom history has assigned a 
significant place in the normal 
growth of our free institutions, It 


to which, in case of success of the 
democratic party in the coming elec- 
tion, my own best efforts shall be 
dedicated, with a solemn sense of 
responsibility to the power above, 
to the people of the United States 
as a whole, and to the sacred oath 
of allegiance to the constitution and 
the laws. There is, and will always 
be, a useful place for parties in the 
condust of a free government; but 
any theory of a “government by 
party,” which must weaken this 
solemn sense of personal responsi- 
bility, or alter its traditional direc- 
tion and turn it toward party or 
faction, can only accentuate the 
possible evils of party, and thwart 
its possible advantages. I am sin- 
cerely grateful to the democratic 
party for the opportunities of public 
service which it has brought to me 
in the past, and for the willingness 
which it has shown to extend those 
opportunities to a still greater field; 
but I am glad to say that it has al- 
ways recognized that my officiai 
duties were to the people as a 
whole, and haS In no case attempted 
to interfere, under)pretext of party 
responsibility, with my right of 
personal judgment, under oath, in 
the pqerformance of those duties. 

There must be an awakened in- 
terest in education. The assump- 
tion that things are all right is an 
error. There is more or less of a 
general idea that because our school 
system generally is satisfactory, 
and in most instances excellent, 
that sufficient progress is being 
made. 
startline’ things, one, a growing 
decimation in the ranks of teachers 
and the other, the existence of five 
and one-half million illiterates. It 
is true that 1,600,000 of these are 
foreign born. The army of in- 
structors has been more or less 
demoralized through financial temp- 
tation from other activities which 
pay much better. We owe too much 
to the next generation to be remiss 
in this matter. Very satisfactory 
progress is being made in several 
states in the teaching of native born 
illiterates. The moonlight school in 
Kentucky has, in fact, become @ 
historic institution. The practice 
has spread into other common- 
wealths, and bands of noble men 
and women are rendering great 
service. There should be no en- 
croachment by the federal govern- 
ment on local control. It is the 
healthful, reasonable individualism 
of American national life that has 
enabled the citizens of this republic 
to think for themselves, and besides, 
state and community initiative 
would be impairgd by anything ap- 
proaching dependence. he céntral 
government, however, can inven- 
tory the possibilities of progressive 
education, and in helpful manner 
create an enlarged public interest 
in this subject. 

There will be no attempt in this 
campaign to compete by dollars 
with our opposition. So many peo- 
ple have been in the money-gather- 
ing business for the reactionary 
cause that the millions already in 
hand are more or less a matter of 
general information. All that we 
ask is that both parties de&l in the 
utmost good faith with the elec- 
torate and tell the plain truth as 
to the amounts received, the con- 
tributors, ana the items of disburse- 
ments. The public judgment in elec- 
tions shouldbe rendered after the 
fullesc hearing possible. Each side 
has the right to properly present 
its case. This is a legitimate ex- 
pense. There is no narrow divid- 
ing line between the legitimate and 
illegitimate in political campaigns. 
One contemplates the organization 
and maintenance of such facilities 
as are necessary to advise the peo- 

le of the facts bearing upon the 
ssues; the other carries the delib- 
erate purpose to interfere with the 
honest rendering of a verdict. How 
misguided some of our people are. 
Recognizing that readjustment must 
be made, they believe that they 
will fare better’ if they cast their 
fortunes with those with whom 
they dealt on the base of campaign 
contributions in days gone by. They 
do not sense the dangers that 
threaten. The sort of readjustment 
which will appeal to our self-respect 
and ultimately to our general pros- 
perity, is the honest readjustment. 
Any unfair adjustment simply de- 
lays the ultimate process and we 
should remember the lesson of his- 
tory that one extreme usually leads 
to another. We desire industria! 
peace. We want our people to have 
an abiding confidence in govern- 
ment. but no readjustment made 
under reactionary auspices, will 
carry with it the confidence of the 
country.

COX’S ADDRESS FITS 
GEORGIA LIKE A GLOVE! 


In argumentative appeal, and, 
above all, in point of fearless, up- 


standing, aggressive enunciation 


of the attitude of the democratic 
party toward the great public ques- 
tions of the day, the acceptance ad- 
dress of Governor Cox is a master- 
piece. 

Governor Cox declares that he is 
not only absolutely in accord with 
the administration’s well-known 
position on the league of nations, 
but that it is, and he shall insist 
upon its being made the supreme 
issue in the campaign; and he cau- 
tions the American people to elect 
a senate that will ratify the peace 
treaty, with the league of nations 
covenant, and without the abomin-. 
able Lodge reservation that virtual- 
ly kills the treaty. 

His address is more than a mere 
ehallenge to the republican opposi- 
tion; more than a mere reaffirma- 
tion of the~party’s and his own 
stand upon the league principle and 
issue; it contains an unmistakable 
rebuke to, and public warning 
against, any man pretending to be 
a democrat, whose record for loy- 
alty to his country and the brave.

BRIGADIER CRAWFORD. 

Brigadier Andrew W. Crawford. 
who has been in command of the 
activities of the Salvation Army in 
the states of Georgia, Florida, 


for eight years, with headquarters 
in Atlanta, will leave for his new 
post of duty, in San Francisco, one 
| week from today. 


On August 8, 1912, Brigadier 
Crawford assumed responsibility 
for the direction of the Salvation 
Aftmy’s business affairs and hu- 
manitarian services in this terri- 
tory; and during the intervening 
years the cause he represents has 
steadily grown in importance until 
it has become a powerful force in 
the life of the south, and, by his 
capable administration of the 
army’s affairs and his widely dif- 
fused and unsparing individual acts 
of kindness and broad humanita- 
rianism has endeared him to thou- 
sands who have become his per- 
sonal friends.

BACK FROM FRANCE! 


The following news item is high- 
ly significant in connection with 
the pending Georgia campaign: :

That’s the whole “editorial’— 
simply that Isaiah Tyson, “the first 
Turner county boy to be sent from 
France” to his loved ones from 
whom he separated upon the call 
of his country, to defend the flag, 
home, national honor, humanity. 
“was buried in the family ceme- 
tery,” there to rest throughout 
eternity in a spot that will forever 
be hallowed and a place made Ssa- 
cred by the fact that he was brave, 
loyal and true to the highest ideals 
of American citizenship! 

“A military escort” accompanied 


this boy’s remains to their final 
abiding place because this boy was 
honored and respected and loved 
not only by his former comrades 
in arms, and by his kindred in 
blood, but by many citizens who are 
true and faithful to their country 
and all that patriotism and sacri- 
fice mean. 

And while that sacred ceremony 
was under way—while the last sad. 
but glorious, rites were being per- 
formed over the dust of Isaiah 
Tyson—somewhere else in Georgia

“The meanness and the falsity of

‘In the light of these facts we 
find that the officers suffered near- 
ly twice as many deaths, propor- 
tionate with the number engaged, 
on the battlefield as did the men 
under their care; and also in the 
light of those facts we cangpnder- 
stand the loyalty of the men to 
their officers, and the littleness of 
the man who would try to make 
votes by trying to persuade the 
people that the privates were made 
to stand in the mud and in.places 
of extreme danger in the trenches 
while the officers were. safe In 
bomb-proof dugouts!

BLAMING PROHIBITION. 


A few days ago an automobile 
being driven at a high rate of speed 
by a man who is said to have been 
drunk, skidded and struck a tree 
near Groton, Conn., three of its 
occupants béing killed and four 
others more or less seriously in- 
jured. 

Editorially commenting upon the 
accident the Springfield (Mass.) 
Union, republican and decidedly 
“wet,”* despite the * constitution, 
called attention to the fact that 
“Connecticut papers are voicing a 
demand for a thorough inquiry into 
the facts and cancellation of the 
driver’s license if the facts are as 
stated.” 

Those papers “are perfectly justi- 
fied in that stand,” said The Union, 
for— 


“While it is impossible to avoid or 
suppress the evils of prohibition in 
more than a limited d®gree, strong 
efforts should be made to protect 
the users of our public highways 
against the dangers presented by 
intoxicated drivers, and a few ob- 
ject lessons in this regard will 
help.” 

Thus our New England contem- 
porary attribufs an accident oeca- 
sioned by the act of a drunken 
chauffeur to “the evils of pro- 
hibition,” presumably upon the 
theory that there are no _ such 
things as “evils” of over-indul- | 
gence in whisky ner “evils” of 
disobedience of and disregard for 
the constitutional law of the land. 

“One of the bad features of the 
prohibition system,” remarked The 
Union, arguing its defense of un- 
bridled liquor traffic— 


“Is the tendency’ it engenders to- 
ward reckless use of the highway 
It ig perfectly evident that a large 
‘1liéit traffic in liquor is being con- 
ducted with automobiles. Many au 
tomobile parties choose as thir 
objectives places where they have 
reason to believe liquorsAcan be 
had, and, once the beverages are 
obtained, there is a disposif£ion to 
drink to excess to countefpbalance 
the difficulties and hazards attend 
ant upon the system. The effect sd 
to bring upon the h'ghw&ays many 
persors more or less under the In- 
fluence of intoxicants, espécially as 
prohibition whisky is at times high 
ly deceptive to the persons who uat- 
tempt to drink freely and gé@t away 
with it.” ‘ 

Every fair-minded citizen knows 
that “the tendency” prohibition 
“engenders” is not toward “reck- 
less use of the highways,” while 
that of violation of the prohibition 
laws is itself positively in that di- 


rection; and in blaming prohibition, 
instead of the violation of prohibi- 
tion, for traffic accidents resulting 
from the consumption of strong 
drink The Springfield Union seeks 
to place odium where it assuredly 
does not belong. 


The way to make our highways 


safe for human life and to remove 
the hazard occasioned by drink- 
crazed or whisky-befuddled drivers 
of vehicles, is not to repeal or dis- 
regard our prohibition laws, but to 
rigidly enforce them.

New York, August 7.—(Special.)— 
It is certainly no exaggeration to 
Say that as a conseuqence of ‘the 
Russian triumph! in Poland the 
greatest Single problem now posed 
for the world and above all for the 
nations which defeated Germany but 
have still to collect the bill 
for damages, is whether Germany 
and Russia will make a common 
cause. Ff they do, then there is no 
further question of the .German in- 
demnities and there is an immediate 
péril of a new war perhaps as dis- 
astrous as that which has recently 
ended or entered into a new phase, 
as one chooses to view it. 

Moreover the fact that Russia, 
bolshevism and the whole Russian 
revolution have entered into do- 
mestic politics in Great Britain, in 
Italy and in Germany is too little 
perceived in America, where both po- 
litical parties and the overwhelm- 
ing mass of the new American pub- 
lic have neither sympathy nor inter- 
est in Russian affairs and are 
agreed in the determination to keep 
Russian methods and principlese out 
of the United States. Of all the 
[European nations only France is as 
happily free from bolshevistic lean- 
ings in all influential quarters as 
we are. 

The truth is that bolshevism, the 
Russian revolution like the French, 
has made converts far beyond its 
Own frontiers. If the bolshevists 


can maintain their control at home, 


they have before them as attractive 
an opportunity to overflow into Cen- 
tral Europe as did the French a 
century and a quarter ago. Poland 
has fallen, Hungary manifestly pos- 
sesses a strong bolshevist minor- 
ity, the situation in Austria is at 
the least promising, while it is a 
notorious fact that in Italy a so- 
cialist group, which numbers al- 
most one-half of the present parlia- 
ment, makes no disguise of their 
Sympathy for Russian rulers and 


. their principles. 


Britain’s Labor Problem. 

In England the question of bol- 
shevism has become a matter of 
local politics. Labor is rising rap- 
idiy to undreamed of influence %n 
the political world, It sees the 
leaders of the political groups which 
are its traditional enemies, striv- 
ing by every known method to con- 
tribute to the defeat of Russian 
revolution. Since elements are hos- 


tile to bolshevism, labor at once 
assumes an attitude of friendliness. 
{t-gwoes to the length of embargo- 
ing munition cargoes and war sup- 
plies destined for Poland, and with- 
2ut these Poland falls. 

Conceive that Russian revolution, 
naving disposed of Poland, does not 
consent to lay down its arms, but 
seeks first of all to overthrow the 
anti-bolshevist faction, which has 
gained control of Hungary, after 
bitter fighting and driven Bela Kun 
ind his followers out of the coun- 
try. In this situation who will de- 
fend Hungary? And without de- 
fense from without Hungary can- 
not atand, having infinitely less re- 
sources than Poland had. The mere 
signal to advance given to the Rea 
‘roops would suffice to bring the 
Hinearian edifice down In a heap. 

Certainly no troops would come 
‘rom Italy. from England or from 
France Neither the British ner 
che Iteltan governments would dare 
‘o send troops. France has all she 
‘an attend to on the Rhine and in 
jvr‘a There are many elements in 
Sngland who would welcome the 
lownfall of the nresent reactionary 
rovernment in Hungary, aside from 
he labor group, which sympathizes 
vith al’ the enemies of its enemy. 
rganized capital and frank polit- 
cel reaction. 

Bohemia would resist, it has as 
‘et heen little infected with bol- 
shevism. but the Czecho-Slovak 
state could not muster an araiyv 
saval to that which Poland put in 
the fleld only to suffer defeat. It 
mis ht. too. have to.face Polish hos- 
tility. for the Poles will never for- 
rive what they regard as Czech 
‘renchery in holding up munitions, 
sent to them by the allies, in re- 
rene for Poland's insistence upon 
saving the Teschen region in which 
“zech claims are economic and not 
*acial. Again, In the southeastern 
vorner of the sausare-like Czecho- 
Slovak state are a considersble 
aumber of Rrthentans, frankly hos- 
fle ta Czech rnie. while Stlavrk

‘enthusiasm has somewhat cooled in

What Will Germany Det 
Bohemia could be saved, Hungary 
could be saved, only if Germany 


chose to use her military strength. 
depending upon her recent enemies 
for munitions and supplies, against 
the bolshevist invaders. But would 
Germany do it? At the very least 
such a policy would at once arouse 
all of the independent socialists 
and not a few of the majority. It 
might lead at once to civil war in 
Germany, which would make any 
German intervention profitless and 
might lead to an overturn of the 
German state and the creation of a 
bolshevist regime. 

But putting aside this possibil- 
ity. for the moment, it is quite 
clear that if the Russian reds are 
| strong enough to continue the war 
against the west, of which the Pol- 
ish incident was but a minor de- 
tail, then the sole reliance left to 
the western states is Germany. And 
not Germany merely, but precise- 
ly those elements in Germany 
which provoked the recent war and 
were responsible for its horrors and 
its crfmes. 

It is perhaps one of the most as- 
tonishing ironies of all time that a 
situation is developing in which 
the western nationse may have to 
make a bargain with their ene- 
mies, the Prussian junkers, the re- 
actionaries of the old regime, to 
save themselves from the menace of 
a Russian advance not alone into 
Central Europe, but into Asia Mi- 
nor and through Persia into India. 
And the smallest price that the 
Prussians would accept would 
abolish substantially all of the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles. 

It is idle now to attempt to make 
clear the fact which has prevailed 
ever since the armistice. namely. 
that bolshevism is a state of war 
against western civilization and 
that, while it is possible for west- 
ern civilization to make peace with 
bolshevism, so far as its own ac- 
tions are concerned, bolshevism can 
only make peace bv signing its own 
death warrant. What bolshevism 
seeks is not control of the gov- 
ernment of Russia, it has that, not 
the reconquest of the provinces lost 
to Russia in the recent war. it is 
accomplishing that, what it is aft- 
er is the overturning of the svs- 
tem of power in all the western na- 
tions and the substitution of the 
rule of the proletariat for that 
which in the western world may 
fairlv be described as essentially 
bourgeois. 

Seeks to Rouse Masses. 

Bolshevism aims at revolutioniz- 
ing all governmental systems. It 
is not nationalism, but internation- 
alism, it does not seek to expand 
Kussian domination, as did Czaris- 
tic Russia, it is not concerned with 
crushing neighboring peoples, as 
was Germany under the Hohenzol- 
lerns. What Lenin and Trotzky 
are after, and Lenin’s is the purer 
form, is the substitution of the Rus- 
sian for the western system. It 
seeks to arouse the masses-in each 
nation, it seeks to create out of the 
masses a restricted class, which 
shall dominate in the place of the 
present rulers and governors. 

It does not rely wholly or main- 
ly upon arms, it seeks by propagan- 
da even more than projectiles to 
crush its enemies. ts agents are 
all over Europe and are busy and 
by no means unsuccessful in their 
missions. 

Now it is conceivable, as Lloyd- 
George seems to believe and certain 
commentators affirm, that the Rus- 
sian reds are eager for a peaceful 
arrangement with the west. Of 
course, such an arrangement could 
only be a truce, for bolshevism can- 
not make peace with western ideas. 
If that be the case, then we shall 
have a truce, for the west is in no 
mood or condition to fight and 
western statesmen and politicians 
are wow in a pacifist mood, the 
world over ; 

But if Russia does not now de- 
sire peace, if her victories over Po- 
land and her opportunities in cen- 
tral Europee tempt her. and it will 
be amazing if they do not, to con- 
tinue to expand her operations from 
Poland to Hungary and then from 
Hungary to Rumania, what can the 
west do but turn to the Germans? 
They have no resources. They have 
frittered away such credit and such 
strength as they had at this time 
two years ago when German mili- 
tary force was beginning to crum- 
ble as they had when the Paris 
conference Assembled. 

In England and in Italy a very 
strong and growing minority in 
politics. which is a majority in 
population, openly sympathizes with 
the bolshevists, not because fn the 
larger number of cases of any ac- 
ceptance of bolshevistic principles, 
but purely and simply out of hatred 
for the conservative elements in 
each country. which are naturally 
hostile to bolshevism. Fran*e can 
do nothing, because she stil: has 
the Rhine to guard and her wounds 
of the last war are far from healed. 


United States Will Do Nothing. 


As for the United States, it will 
do nothing. No one will question 
the assertion that the arrival of the 
bolshevists in Warsaw, in Budapest, 
in Madrid or Paris, for that matter, 
would not avail to persuade the 
American public to send back the 
2.000.000 of troops, which it had in 
France in November, 1918. There 
is not the political aspect to the 
question here that exists in Eu- 
rope, but there is, instead a reso- 
lute determination to keep out of 
European messes henceforth. Such 
a determination will not endure for- 
ever, but it is hardly likely to 
weaken much in the next two or 
three years which can hardly fail to 
be decisive. 

The single . nvarnished fact in the 
sjtuation today is that Russia, the 
baishevists have just won a tre- 
mendous campaign earried on 
against Poland nominally, but ac- 
tually against the western powers. 
And this is only the last of many 
such campaigns. Kolehak, Yude- 
nitch, Denikine were in reality onlv 
the agents of Britain, France and 
in a more or less remote fashion of 
the United States. Victorious over 
intetnal rebels, promoted and sup- 
plied by external enemies of the 
present Russian recime. victorious

tility, whose attack was tinmistak- 
ably aided if not procured by the 
same torces which gupported the in- 
ternal rebels. Russia now comes 
west as a conqueror. 

The ultimatums, the firm decla- 
rations, the warnings as to what 
Russia must agree to, which come 
from London and Paris dre mere 
chatterings, they should deceive no 
one and they will not deceive 

rotzky or Lenin. The truth is too 
bvious that it igs as defeated na- 
tions that France and Britain must, 
talk with Russia, although techni- 
cally neither Britain or France 
has made war with Russia directly, 
but contented themselves, at least 
in recent months by using agents, 
by employing first the Russian 
rebels and then unfortunate Po- 
land, whom they betrayed as un- 
mistakably as they incited. 

In some sort of fashion the weet 
has been at war with Russia for 
nearly two years. At the end of 
this time Russia tis victorious in 
every field and her troops are ad- 
vancing in Poland, in Persia and 
toward Asia Minor. Moreover. the 
domestic situation of the western 
nationg is now such that the exist- 
ing governments dare not either 
openly or even covertiy continue 
the war. 

The Polish adventure has been 
characterized as nationalistic 
Zamble of one class of the Polign 
population. But this is merely 
throwing dust in the eyes of the 
world audience. Poland, most Pol- 
ish patriots longed to remain the 
lost provinces of Poland, the prov- 
inces torn from her by the Rus- 
sians in the several partitions. They 
desired a fencible frontier on the 
Russian side. But this Polish pa- 
triotic emotion was only the foun- 
dation upon which the west buih 
its campaign against the bolshevists. 

Llovd-George’s attitude in the 
matter of the Polish attack upon 
Russia was that of Judge Hoar. 
once attorney general of the United 
States, when asked if he was going 
to attend the funeral: of his bit- 
terest political foe. “No.” said the 
judge. “but I approve of it.” It is 
a notorious fact that Llovd-George 
and those associated with him do 
not approve of Poland. would doubt- 
less have been glad of a chance to 
whittle down Polish gains, had Po- 
land won her war, but even less 
do they approve of the reds. 

Russia’s Great Armies. 

But all this is in the past. The 
furtive, concealed, almost sneak- 
ing efforts of western rxovernments 
tu make war, without admitting it, 
to destroy bolshevism without per- 
mitting their war-weary publics to 
know that.they were actually en- 
gaxed in a struggle, have come to 
nothing and to something worse. 
The stones thrown into the nhor- 
net’s nest have not destroyed the 
nest, but they have stimulated the 
hornets tot intense activity. 

And now Russia becomes the 
transcéndant fact in the word sit- 
uation. She has great and victo- 
rious armies, whose modern equip- 
ments, whose tanks, machine g£uns. 
airplanees, were contributed by the 
western nations to the anti-bolshe- 
vist expeditions in Russia and to 
the Poles. She has good generals, 
if Brussiloff really commands her 
troops, she has a general who alone 
of the participants in the world war 
might challenge Foch, in actual 
achievement. What is she going to 
do with them? 

All of which raises the Germon 
problem in a new form. The ele- 
ments which actually contro) Ger- 
many at the moment are hostile to 
bolshevism. They would prefer to 
make many concessions to their old 
enemies rather than go through that 
form of receivership which would 
be a bolshevist occupation. But no 
concessions are in reality necessary. 
The game is ripening to the point 
where they will be able to take 
a totally new tone with the west, 
with Britain and France, In fact 
Ludendorff has already herun toa 


ress the question. He says, blunt- 
y, a8 is his fashion, that the world 
must have German aid or succumb 
to bolshevist attack. 

Obviously such ,a statement is 
propaganda. Maniftstly the men in 
control of Germany are just now the 
most concerned in using any pos- 
sible weapon to reduce western de- 
mands. To persuade the west tv 
forego its bill, to let Germany Work 
off her indebtedness by delivering 
the west from bolshevist peril wouid 
be at one time to escape payment in 
the west and open a broad field 
for exploitation in the east. It 
would be to escape the consequen- 
ces of defeat and prepare the wiy 
for a victory even more than Was 
the still recent defeat. 

Choice Up te Germany. 

But granted that the German in- 
terest is to magnify bvuishevist per- 
ils, is it not true none the less that 
the perils exist and that Germany 
remains the single agent left to 
the western nations, which while not 
exactly “too proud to fight” know 
that they are not going to fight? 
Is it not the fact, to put it a little 
differently, that Germany has now, 
or soon will have, the chance to 
choose between throwing her lot in 
with the bolshevists and embarking 
in a new world war, which will cer- 
tainly offer at least a chance of re- 
gaining all that was lost in the ldst 
and offering her sword to the west 
for a price, which is the restora- 
tion of all that the west sought in 
four years of strife to overturn? 

Unless al] signs fail we are going 
to have a new bolshevist panic be- 
fore many weeks, a far better War- 
ranted panic than any that have 
gone before. The trouble is that 
the western publics have not fol- 
lowed eastern events and have ac- 
cented views prepared to please 
without regard to the actual facts. 
While the war-weary publics have 


' refused interest or any actual sup- 


port, their statesmen have secretly 
tried to avert an unmistakable men- 
ace by makeshifts. They have 
known the truth about Russia but 
they have not dared to tell the 
unblic the truth because they real- 
ized that the public would blame 
them. ‘ 

Now the truth ean hardly be 
avoided much longer. Russia has 
won a war with the west which en- 
ables her to dictate terms with 
which the west will have to comply 
or fight. If it complies then we 
may have a truce while Russia gets 
ready for the next phase, we may 
have a revolution in Russia which 
will expel the bolshevists, but rev- 
olutions against victorious leaders 
are relatively rare, but we shall 
certainly have a new war presently 
if the bolshevists survive, for bol- 
shevism, as I have said so often is 
a state of war, its principles a de- 
claration of war against existing 
systems of government in all west- 
ern nations. 

Civilization Mast Fight. 

But if the west does not com- 
ply, it must fight. There is no oth- 
er alternative and it may be that 
there will be no choice anyway 
For Russia does not have to make 
peace and Lenin and Trotzky have 
set their feet in pathways which 
lead with less serious obstacles 
than those they have trod to victo- 
ries and conquests which might ri- 
val those of France in the early 
days of the French revolution, aft- 
er it had overflowed the French 
borders. 

And if Russia chooses to make 
war further, now or in the next 
few years, her decision will in- 
stantly imperil all the results of 
the world war, it will in turn give 
Germany a position of almost un- 
paralleled advantage, it may make 
her the arbiter of the whole Euro- 
pean situation. We have. indeed, 
for the time being, at least, abol- 
ished the German peril by our vic- 
tories of 1918. But we are not vet 
arrived at the second anniversary

of those victories and a far more 
serious peril is in sight. It is true 
that it is fashionable nowadays to 
speak of bolshevism as if it were 
a form-—of philosophic excursion. 
The principles are tolerated in cir- 
cles where Trotzky, when he was in 
New York, only a little while ago, 
weuld not have been pefnitted to 
linger longer than the time neces- 
Sary to call the police or the house 
detective. What pbolshevism does 
is overlooked, because it is s0 much 
more interesting to attack its oppo- 
nents who are, to say the least, rea- 
sonably vulnerable. 

But at no distant time, now. bol- 
shevism is likely to become a real 
factor, not something mysterious 
and distant. provocative of police 
raids and attorney general activi- 
ties. We are just three years and 
a few months from the hour when 
Germany served a sentence, little 
short of a capital sentence, upon 
the bolshevists at Brest Litovsk. 
And bolshevism has survived, has 
continued to live and to flourish, 
has won half a dozen domestic 
wars and now a foreign avar. ac- 
tually greater in numbers engaged 
than the Franco-Prussian or civil 
wars and is approaching the Ger- 
man frontier on the north and on 
the south drawing near to that vol- 
canic area which is the new Bal- 
kanized middle Europe. 

Last week saw the sixth anni- 
versadry of the outbreak of the 
World war. Is it not possible still 
to recall how incredulously the 
whole world saw the greatest of 
calamities approach and continued 
to insist. particularly in America, 
that the thing was impossible. 
Yet it came, because no one could 
find a way to make a compro- 
mise between German purpose and 
allied policy. A compromise be- 
tween France and Germany, be- 
tween Czaristic Russia and Germany 
of the last kaiser was far simpler 
than a compromise between Len- 
in’s Russia and the Britain - of 
Lloyd George, the France of Miller- 
and or the America of either Har- 
ding or Cox.

business of giving a pene‘rating 
and reassuring look into the face 
of each person who marched past 
him. It was a look that seemed to 
tey to each person, “I want you to 
know that I appreciate this. I'll 
gee you acain on election day. and 
you can Gepend on me to remember 
you.” It was wholly subdued, it was 
in perfect taste, and it was 190 per 
cent effective. Cox had ahead of 
him the most important, gepeech of 
his career, but he was not distract- 
ed for a single moment from the 
fmportant business of the moment, 
which was to make every man who 
marched by in the hot sum feel that 
the: governor of Ohio had focussed 
friendly eyes in gratitude on him. 
Young Man’s Ticket. 

And in this connection your cor- 
respondent noticed that Governor 
Cox is not particularly young, but 
he looks young. Franklin Roose- 
-velt is young, and looks younger. 
“As the two stood together review- 
‘ine the parade, they gave distinct- 
ly the impression of two youthful 
‘candidates. Also the men who 
marched by in the parade were 


young, and between the young men | 


who marched and the young men 
who reviewed there was unmistak- 
able kinship, an unmistakable 
greeting of youth to youth. The re- 
publicans need not be surprised if 
Cox and Roosevelt turn out to be a 
young man’s ticket. 

Your correspondent will watch 
the vote of the young men of the 
country with a good deal of inter- 
est on election day. 

The parade part of it ended, and 
then the national chairman, George 
White, came forward with his coun- 
tenance of lean earnestness, look- 
ing a little Hke a country clergy- 
man of a generation ago. He had 
but a sentence or so to say, and 
then a local figure, Mr. McMahon 
introduced the Rev. Mr. Hale to 
jead in prayer.

But even at that he seemed to 
apologize to the allies for making 
even “interpretative” reservations, 
as he expressed it. “We hear it 
said that interpretations are un- 
necessary. ‘that may be true, but 
that will at least we wedssuring to 
many of our citizens who feel that 
in signing the treaty there should 
be no mental reservations that are 
not explained in plain words as a 
matter of gooda faith to our asso- 
ciates.” By his reservations, Gov- 
ernor Cox seemed to mean to cover 
only those things that our consti- 
tution does not ailow us io do and 
he wanted them made merely that 
there should be no misunderstanu- 
ing. The speaker mace everything 
lead up and lend aid to empnhasiz- 
ing his whole-nearted support of 
the league. ‘There really was ef- 
tective art in the way he first pic- 
tured the repubiican position in or- 
der later to make his own seem 
conspicious Dy contrast. tie ciev- 
erly utilized Senator Johnson's com- 
mendation of Hardimg to make clear 
his picture of the Republican po- 
sition as being identical with tnat 
of Johnson and the irreconcilable 
opponents of any league at ail. He 
forced the republicans in his speech 
into the farthest extreme position 
to the league, and then took tie 
other extreme himself. There was 
no shirking in his position. Wheth- 
er you liked the league or nut, you 
admired Cox’s candor. He was not 
atraid at looking a world of chaos 
in the face and taking a principal 
part in setting things right. 

“The house of civilization is to 
be put in order,” he said, and he 
had no doubts either of our duty 
or Our capacity to set it in order. 

Cox Full of Confidence. 


And as you looked upon the com- 
petent, clear-headed speaker you 
ielt that he was not without confi- 
dence in his own capacity to handie 
worid problems if taie suould carry 
him where these probiems wouid be 
his. And you felt, too, that there 
was much justification for his con- 
fidence. Cox looked pre-eminently 
a man who would go Straight to tne 
heart of any practical proviem, and 
make few mistakes in the adminis- 
tering of it. 

Altogether, Cox made a good im- 
pression. Primarily, it was an im- 
pression of straighitorwaraness aud 
practical ability. His speech was 
clear and simple. At no point was 
there any tuint of oratory, of saying 
something because it would sound 
well, 

Next to the league of nations, the 
burden of his speech was that body 
of social and humanitarian issues 
which are roughly grouped as 
“progressiveness.” But in empha- 
sizing this he hardly ever had the 
air of abusing those whom he would 
call reactionaries. There was noth- 
ing whatever in the way of stirring 
up the audience. Indeed, im this 
part of his speech h@ was less em- 
phatic and did not make out as 
strong a case for himself as he does 
in private conversation. There was 
no slambanging anybody, not even 
the republican party. There had 
been a good deal of that in Senator 
Robinson’s speech, but Cox’s was a 
simple, clear and restrainéd expo- 
sition of his own views on the 
league of nations. He cheerfully 
and clear-headedly took on both the 
assets and the liabilities of Wil- 
son’s position, 

On the other topics he gave a 
clear and simple exposition of eas- 
ily practicable remedies and inno- 
vations entirely safe and gure 
footed, and as the audience grew 
accustomed to him they unques- 
tionably felt an increasing confi- 
dence in his competence in prac- 
tical affairs. Both :+in his words 
and manner he was wholly without 
self-consciousness, without ornate- 
ness—a man of a straightforward 
directness. 

Cox Will Make Votes. 
Unhappily any great enthusiasm 
that might readily have been devel- 
oped in the audience was a little 
thwarted by the circumstances that

I am also glad that I lis- 
tened to Thomas E. Watson in his 
address this afternoon and will 
state now that I have no abuse to 
offer him other than to state that 
Since hearing his address I cannot 
Support a man whose every utter- 
ance iS one of criticism of some 
one else. I never did like a hound 
doz who was always barking at 
other dogs in the pack. 

Praise for President. 

“His statements relative to Wood- 
row Wilson-are statements to which 
[I must take exception for I fully 
believe that Woodrow Wilson's 
name will go down in history along 
Side that of Washington, Lincoln 
and Roosevelt. No man can cast a 
slur on the name of the president 
of my country, nor the boys who so 
valiantly fought and died for it 
without hearing from me.

Suffrage Session Called. 

Nashville, August 7.—Governor 
Roberts, of Tennessee, this after- 
noon issued a call for an extra 
sesion of the legislature to convene 
at noon August 9. Of the 139 sub- 
jects mentioned for action at the 
session, first was ratification of the 
federal suffrage amendment, the 
second would fix the legal status 
of women, the third prescribes 
qualifications of women for voting, 
including imposition of poll tax and 
time of registration. 

In anticipation of the fight before 
the special sesion Monday suffra- 
gists and anti-suffragists, not only 
from the other cities of Tennessée, 
but from the other states of the 
Union, are arriving on each train 
reaching here. The hotels already 
are crowded with them. The ad- 
vance guard has been here for sev- 
eral days, the flood began today. 
The syffragists are considerably in 
the majority. 

Many members of the legislature 
will likely be unable to reach here 
in time for the first session, be- 
cause of the distance they live from 
the capital. The news of the spe- 
cial call by Governor Roberts can- 
not reach some of them until Mon- 
day morning. 

Speaker Todd, of the senate, has 
promised, according to the suffrage 
leaders, to introduce the ratification 
bill in the upper house, while 
Speaker Walker, of the lower house, 


has made a similar promise with 
regard to introducing it in his body. 
The floor leaders in the senate for 
suffrage will be Senators Albert E. 
Hill, democrat, and Senator John 
C. Houk, republican. In the house, 
the suffragists have asked T. K. 
Riddick, of Mmphis, to lead their 
battle. ‘ 

A warning against the “sinister 
influences that defeated suffrage in 
Delaware and other states,” was is- 
sued today by one of the tdeaders of 
the suffragist forces. The warning 
was given after the presence here‘of 
two or three “scouts” who had been 
active in the fight against suffrag> 
in those states. Representatives of 
the democratic and republican preé- 
idential nominees, it is said, also 
have been here looking over the 
ground. They have departed with- 
out giving their observations.

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EUROPEAN SITUATION 
CAUSES WEAK SELLING 


BY C. H. PLATT. 

New York, August 7.—(Special.) 
The larger advance in railroad 
freight and passenger rates than 
had been generally expected, an- 
nounced at the end of the previous 
week, ought to have been thé cause 
of exceilent support for the stock 
market during the past week, and 
prices ought to have been much 


higher. A combination of develop- 
ments, however, brought about one 
of the weakest markets in recent 
months and declines to the lowest 
jeveis or the year tor many stocks, 
some of them making new low rec- 
ords for al) time to date. There 
was a fair demand at the opening 
Monday, but within a few moments 
there was an avalanche of liquida- 
tion and on it the professional! trad- 
ers, who had started to cover their 
Soorts at the opening, attacked the 
market all along the line of indus- 
trial stocks. The rails were giv- 
en better support, many of them 
showing net gains for the week. 
The wave of selling was followed 
on Tuesday by furtner actual liqui- 
dation, but the shorts started cov- 
ering on the trading from midweek 
On, and some of the more violent- 
ly attacked stocks showed very 
good re.overies later in the week. 
The main cause for the selling 
was the money situation, with 
banks not only showing hostility 
to those seeking to increase their 
loans, but actually calling many 
loans. that seemed to be over-ex- 
tended in the smallest degree. The 
serious situation in Europe fol- 
lowing the crushing of the Poles 
and the extreme weakness in for- 
eign exchange brought about a cer- 
tain amount of nervous Selling. If

FIVE MILLION DOLLAR 
BOND ISSUE PROPOSED 


To~Relieve Financial Em- 
barrassment of State Issue 
Proposed in Senate Bill. 


Seeking to remedy the woefully 
empty condition of the state treas- 
ury and meet the crying needs of 
the institutions of Georgia, a bill 
was introduced in the senate Satur- 
day by Senators Flynt. of the Twen- 
ty-sixth, and Dixon, of the Seven- 
teenth, to amend the constitution so 
as to authorize the issuance of $5,- 
000,000 worth of state bonds. 

Of this $5.000,000 issue, $3,000,000 
is to be devoted te public schools, 
$1,509.000 to the university system 
and $1,500,000 to the payment of 
Confederate pensions. The bonds are 
to bear interest not to exceed 5 per 
cent and shall run in series from 
twenty to thirty years.

TABLED BY HOUSE 


Bill to Place Statues. of 


Dr. Crawford W. Long 
and Alexander H. Steph- 
ens in National Capitol 
Tabled. 


After several minutes of sharp de- 
bate, the house bill appropriating 
$10,000 for the purpose of erecting 
in the statuary hall in the na- 
tional capitol at Washington two 
suitable memorials in honor of Dr. 
Crawford W. Long and Alexander 
H. Stephens Friday mornine was 
tabled at the instance of its advo- 
eates, who feared its defeat owing 
to the unusually small attendance. 

The constitutionality of the bill 
was severely attacked by several 
house members. Mr. Covington, of 
Colquitt. declared that when he as- 
sumed office he had sworn on the 
Holy Bible to uphold and abide by 
the constitution of the state, and 
that inasmuch as the legi-’ture had 
no authority under the cor -titution 
to vote away public funds for stat- 
uary, he could not vote aye when 


State Not Represented. 

It was brought out by advocates 
of the measure that tne state of 
Georgia is not represented in the 
statuary hall at Washington, and 
that it was a reflection on the State 
ot Georgia not to be able to place 
memoriais there tor two of the 
country 8s most famous men, Al) the 
opponents of the bill paid *’-» and 
eloquent praise to the statesmanship 
of Stephens, and the scientific ac- 
complishments of Dr. Long, “who 
has’ prevented humanity from suf- 
fering untold pain and anguish by 
cold steel piercing its way through 
quivering flesh.” 

Mr. Strozier, of Bibb, also at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the 
bill, and declared that although he 
was perfectly willing as a private 
citizen to become a subscriber to a 
fund for the erection of the pro- 
posed statues, he could mot violate 
his oath by voting for a measure 
providing for an appropriation of 
public funds for that purpose.

Frances Willard Day. 


Observance of a Frances Willard 
day by the public schools of the 
state is provided in a bill by Messrs. 
Sibley, Of Greene, and Covington, of 
Colquitt, which was passed.

Three more days and the 1920 
séssion of the-general assembly will 
come to an end. Adjournment sine 
die comes by operation of law at 
midnight Wednesday night, but it 
has long been the habit of the law- 
makers to prolong this - midnight 
hour into the early hours Thursday 
morning. It appears that this will 
be more a necessity this year than 
usual, at least for the house, if 
that body is to get through the f!m- 
portant work before it. 

Not a general bill of the senate 
has been acted upon by the house 
at this session and there are a num- 
ber of senate bills hanging over 
from last year. All these must 


be jammed through in three days | 


or they go dead. If the house is 
to give due consideration only to 
important senate measures that are

Of Utmost Importance. 


House friends of the tax bill de-

The most important general] bill 
enacted by the senate last week 
was conceded to be the securities 
commission, or “blue-sky” bill, by 
Senator Dorris, who explained the 
leading features of the measure [to 
the senators. This bill will be put 
up by the rules commiitee for pas- 
sage by the house this week. 
Nearly every member of the house 
has expressed himseif as in favor 
of the bill, and its passage is as- 
sured if it is put to a vote. The 
bill is aimed at the sale of fraudu- 
lent securities which the secretary 
of state has found the existing law 
inadequate to prevent. The new law 
reaches two ample sources of fraud 
which cannot be touched under the 
old law. One is the sale by a pat- 
entee of stock assigned him as 
owner of the patent, the proceeds 
of which merely go to enrich the 
natentee and not into the develop- 
ment of the business: the other is 
the promiscuous <¥ of oil land 
leases. 


The state geologist of Texas has 
written Secretary of State McLen- 
don that there are only 250 square 
miles of that state proven oil bear- 
ing territory. More than half of 
the area of the entire state, some 
2£0,000 square miles. is now under 
oil leases which are being sold 
hroadcast in all estates that allow 
their sale, Georgia being probably 
the chief victim.

ship, but close on his heels came 
another lot of American homebreds

years. - 

Great Britain’s chances this time 
appear tuo be quite as good as in 
years past with the possible excep- 
tion that we have a greater array 
of talent to put_against them. Be- 
sides. the four B&itish pros who wit! 
take part. there'is one amateur, 
Tommy Armour, of Scotland, one of 
the best amateurs that ever came 
from the home’ of golf. rmour 
was a favorite in the rece ama 
teur championship at Muirfield. He 
failed to live up to expectations, 
but he got his revenge when he 
won the French amateur title, dee 
feating J. C. Tolley in the final. The 
fact that he won from a high-claseg 
fjeld with the British champlon 
competing brought up his steck 
again and upon departing for 
America some of the best British 
éxperts, including Harold Hilton, 
admitted that he if anything had-a 
better chance than Tolley in ap 
amateur championship. 

Served Long in France. 


Armour won four important ama- 
eur tournaments in England and 
Scotland this summer. He .wag re- 
garded as one of the most promis- 
ing youngsters in the heather coun- 
try before the war and his experi- 
ence in the trenches has not hurt 
his game any. He has an interest- 
ing war record, having been among 
the first to go to France and one 
of the last to leave. In the mean- 
time he was wounded four times, 
but this did not keep him out of-ac- 
tion very long. On his short va- 
cationy away from the battle line 
he spent the time playing golf. 

Armour will be a dangerous cone 
tender in the amateur championship 
at the Engineers’ Clubs.

It looked rather dubious 
for the pro, both American and for- 
eign. whet Chick Evans took up 
the cudgel] for the amateurs and 
won the open in 1916. After three 
years of walting. I managed to beat 
out tne field again and gathered in

Attorney Joe Thomason and F., P. 
Darrow, purchasing agent of the 
American Zine company, were the 
only witnesses placed on the stand 
by the government. The defense 
presented no evidence, 

Captain Thomason in his testi- 
mony told of sales made by the 
company to the Adler Coal Mining 
company, Charleston, S. C.; Hibler- 
Barnes company, Chattanooga, and 
the Villa Rica Electric Power com- 
pany, Villa Rica, Ga. Mr. Darrow 
testified as to sales made to his 
company. The latter is to be called 
as a witness in other coal cases. 

The prices in all the sales ranged 
from $7.50, the lowest, to $8.50, the 
highest.

appeal. Pasquale ‘spent a quiet 
day in the centra}] police station 
today, and gave little further in- 
formation. 

His first question to the turnkey 
this morning was whether;there had 
been any response to the announce- 
ment that he proposed to inform on 
the other members of the band if 
the baby was not returned in twen- 
When told that the 
child was still missing he appeared 
disappointed, but declared: “Thty 
will come across.” ; 

Nothing in Clue. 

Late today there was a flurry at 
police headquarters when a myste- 
rious telephone call was received 
and three detectives were at once 
rushed to Lansdale, a northern sub- 
urb, in the hope of finding the 
baby, but tonight they reported 
there was nothing in the clue. 

Pasquale, who was arrested last 
Monday in Egg Harbor, N. J., and 
has admitted, according to the po- 
lice, that he had been trving to 
obtain more money from the Cough- 
lin family, which led to his arrest, 
now deélares that the man who ac- 
tually stole the baby is a Russian 
Pole. The police gave out a frag- 
ment of Pasquale’s alleged confes- 
and according to this, Pas- 
quale said the actual kidnaper 
speaks English very poorly and can 
not write. 

The supposed confession given 
out by the police is substantially

dents invaded the Italian settlement 
— killed Louis Cararri, 40 years 
old,

for proof of the death of five per- 
sons reported killed the first night 
of the rioting. 

The mob entered the Carrari home 
shortly after a military guard had 
been withdrawn temporarily from 
the Italian quarter. Carrari Was 
shot three times—once in the head’ 
and twice in the back.

Carrari was the father of five 
children.

Speaking of the recent opportunity to vote given to the women 
of Atlanta, a man in commenting upon his experience at the polls 


remarked that though 


he was: not opposed to women voting he had 


noted that morning that at the polls there were many women who 
were not of the more enlightened type, and who could be urged to 
vote by men wishing them to vote their (the men’s) way, ‘therefore, 
one of the disadvantages of women voting. | 

Then he stated: “It is all very well for the enlightened, trained 
women, who know what they are doing, but certainly, it is distaste- 
{ul to see all elements of women mingling at the polls.” 

I was rather surprised that the speaker had failed to remember 
fnat we are living under a republican form of government, a fact of 


which the average American is boastful, and that for that reason, | 
voting for either men or women is neither an exclusive nor a social 


function. 


Even if a woman is a most conscientious voter, she scarcely has; 


the opportunity more than twice a year, when maybe she would see 
at the polis women not as “enlightened” as herself, and propably not the 
same ones she would invite to her house for intellectual or social 


pleasure. 
Yet this meeting wit 


h women less enlightened than herself is sv 


apt to happen to her any day she goes down town and stands at a 
counter shopping, any time when her motor is not in commission and 
she has to ride on the street car, and any time she goes to a concert, 
to the opera or the movie, for as yet in this republican government 
of ours there is no special entrance for royalty, or for those more en- 


lightened than others, even at as expensive functions as the opera, 
concerts by artists, or the most high priced “movies.” 


And from all 


i can hear about the countries where there are still left “kings and 
queens,” we hear incredible things about the democratic ways of real 


royalty. 


It is a habit of the Queen of England and the Queen of Belgiuin 
to visit the free wards of hospitals, as well as the army hospitals; 
to visit the prisons, and even to go to the reform places for men 


and women. 


As distasteful, therefore, as it may and probably will be for: some 
American.women, who go to the polls, to have to see there less en- 


lightened women than themselves, I can not believe that the new system 


of women voting should in any way be mitigated. 


I do not believe 


there would be any use to try to classify the polls, se that some of 
our self-made Lady Clara Vere de Veres would be separated from 
the pretty blonde haired girl, who earns her living wrapping bundles, 
or stamping envelopes, and who, because of having no education, 
is less enlightened than one of our Lady Claras. 

If, for instance, enlightenment were made the poll classification 
for women, I can not help but think it would cause a terrible lot of 


confusion, for there 


are some very well-born women who are woe- 


fully dull and unenlightened; and who, in spite of badges of social 
superiority, would scarcely be eligible to vote in the same booth with 
Tillie Tinkles. who has had her salary raised every dav in the well- 
known restaurant in which she works. because she is so deucedly well 
enlightened, and knows so well what her business is and how to per- 


form it. 


While we still live under our present republican form of govern- 
ment, and all Americans enter public places by the same door, I do 
not see that anything at the present can be done about the hardship 
some women will have to endure, when exercising their right of citi-

If he is an op- 
timist it shows between the lines, 
and if he is a pessimist or grouch 
it is equally obvious. { 
editor ghould be neither a pessim- 
ist or optimist but a happy medi- 
um. I have no patience with the 
pessimist—the long-faced individu- 
al who is always found in the ob- 
jective mood, who even reads the 
Bible from lid to lid and finds only 
one message, “There is none good, 
no not one.’ Neither do I like the 
grinning optimist, the man who 
thinks everythin and everybody 
are all right all fhe time, and who 
smiles with approval even upon sa- 
tan himself. An editor must be 
able to see the good in everything, 
it’s true, not only in the stones 
and running brooks, but in human 
beings and printers as well, and he 
needs to be big enough to exploit 
it to the public if need be.

N ONE side the powers of Church 
() and State, of the august seats 
of learning, are lining up; op- 
posed stands Art, fighting for its very 
life: beauty and the expression of beau- 
ty. While in the storm-tossed center, 
the bone of contention, as usual, walks 
woman, serenely oblivious, threading 
her dainty way along the primrose path 
of fashion as though the length of her 
back and the shortress of her skirt, the 
height of sleeve and texture of her 
draperies were matters of intimate mo- 
ment only between her modiste and 
herself. 
“What can a priest know of women’s 
clothes?” purrs the pampered, darling 


as she pauses in her selection of an- 


other and more diaphanously trans- 
parent frock, surprised at all this “‘fuss.” 
“Or why should a judge refuse to di- 
vorce a woman with a perfectly good 
legal case just on account of the clothes 
she wears, or a college president say he 
will not permit girls to graduate in thin 
gowns? What on earth have my clothes 
to do with my morals? Too absurd, 
isn’t it?” she pleads, and pensively de- 
cides to have her back cut an inch or 
two lower. 


None the less, the “noes”? seemed to 
“have it,” as they say in meetings, and 
things were looking bad for present- 
day fashions until I sought out Art, in 
the person of one of her most distin- 
guished sons, Penrhyn Stanlaws, the em- 
inent painter and illustrator. Mr. Stan- 
laws is peculiarly adapted to speak with 
final authority on this subject, for he 
has created and stamped a type of 
American girl, distinct dnd unique, 
the girl of to-day, in the dress and 
period and manners of the day. And 
the “Stanlaws girl,” it is generally con- 
ceded, whether in country or city dress, 
evening or morning gown, in sports or 
fn the drawing room picture of languid 
grace, is always ‘““Miss America” to the 
life, 

So, after stumbling ove carpentering 
and coils of electric lighting, getting 
behind scenery and in front of num- 
berless thless and grateful 
td land finally safe, it was in the tiny 
cubicle that serves this great artist 
as office and consulting room in the 
studios of the Famous Players that 1 


at last put my question: “What do you 
think of the present-day dress? Do you 
think it enhances or detracts from 
woman’s beauty?” 

“It decidedly increases both her grace 
and her beauty,” he said. “The most 
obvious thing about clothes, the reason 
for their existence, in fact, and the one 
thing most generally lost sight of, is 
that they are worn solely to keep out 
the cold. The Esquimau uses his in- 
stinct to fashion heavy, cumbrous fur 
garments, not because he thinks they 
are beautiful or fashionable, but be- 
cause they keep him warm. And by the 
same token the inhabitants at the equa- 
tor go without clothes, being afforded 
all the protection they need by their 
own climate, the morals of both remain- 
ing quite unaffected. 

“There is a marked distinction be- 
tween nakedness and nudity,” he went 
on. “The Greek art, basis of all art in 
all ages, in spite of superficial changes, 
is essentially a nude art. But would any 
one call it an immoral art? In wander- 
ing through a museum, enjoying the 
classic sculpture, does it ever occur to 
you that you are looking at haked 
women? Certainly not; one’s feeling is 
of awe for the Nature that created such 
perfection and an art that could so 
marvelously interpret and repeat her 
loveliness. 

“Nor did the Greek dress, showing as 
it did every line and lineament of a 
woman’s figure, ever seem in the least 
immodest. The lines and transparency 
of to-day are harking back to that pe- 
riod, and unless it were to protect her- 
self from the elements there is no more 
reason why woman should load herself 
down with thick, beauty destroying gar- 
ments now than existed then in that pe- 
riod of artistic perfection. The womep 
of Egypt and of Rome dressed for the 
streets exactly as they did in the bou- 
doir or drawing room.” 

“Then you would say that if she could 
keep warm enough the woman of to-day 
would be justified in dressing the same 
way?” I asked. 

“Precisely,” he answered. “There is 
no such thing as modesty or immodesty 
in dress. There is only beauty or its 
lack. Now, personally, I rarely like a 
short skirt, not because it displays the 
ankle, not at all, but because it usually

signer is the one who accentuates the 
line and carriage and figure of the 
mode. Beauty is a relative term, any- 
way. It varies not ont¥ from age to 
age, but almost by decades. Imagine 
the women of R ns, for instance. 
Would any one to-day consider them 
beautiful? And yet they undoubtedly 
typified the beauty of theif time. And 
they, in turn, materially differed from 
the women painted by the great Dutch 
masters, a Rembrandt or a Hals, for ex- 
ample, and so it goes, from period to 
period. 

“Our modern woman has more in 


~ common with the great English beau- 


ties, either the Gainsborough, Reynolds 
or Raeburn types, or even the more 
recent English girl, except that the 
American woman has gained tzemen- 
dously to her advantage through the 
mixed breeding of the New World. In- 
breeding makes for the perpetuation of 
unfavorable as well as the lovelier char- 
acteristics.” 

This last bit fell as manna from 


heaven to me, who have always striven 


virtuously to strike an attitude of or- 
thodox worship before the , 
beauties of the Italian classics al- 
ways signally failed to feel one tingle re- 
eponsive thrill, save, of coursé, for the 
marvelous coloring and technique. ~ 

“What would you consider a general 
essential to beauty in the American 
woman of to-day?” I further pursued 
the poor, harried man. You see, I had 
him there in that tiny concentrated space 
and I meant to have my hour. And, 
being not only a great but a very amia- 
ble artist, he forthwith resigned him- 
self to his evident fate and went into 
the subject with me. 


“Our period,” he said, “is essential- 


ly one of transition, of fluidity. And 
these qualities are markedly reflected 
in our women. More important than 
feature, than coloring of skin, hair or 
of eyes, I should say, is great anima- 
tion, -vivacity, mobility, coupled with a 
certain pensiveness, a look almost of 
sadness. Few other qualities in wom- 
an’s beauty hold such allure as this. It 
arouses a man’s wonder and his emo- 
tions. ‘What is behind that look?’ he 
asks himself; ‘is she sad, does she need 
my help, my protection?’ And so the 
strongest instinct in -man for woman, 
his protective instinct, being awakened, 
he is forthwith held and arrested, where- 
as, of course, a perpetual smile,” added 
the artist, “causes no such speculation. 

“All else is comparatively incidental 
Whether the nose is straight or re- 
troussé, the hair dark or blond, eyes 
blue or brown, the figure tall or short. 
If height be a consideration at all, it is 
only because so often one finds that in 
the case of a small woman her head is 
too large for the rest of her body. 
Again it is proportion that: determines 
the grace and symmetry and beauty. 
Our modern type reverts more to the 
pre-Raphaelite period, more after the 
medieval princess, tall, languorous, slen- 


der ard willowy.” - 
Asked whether any one model Sever 
represented the sum total of his artiskic 


conception and ideal of beauty, 
Stanlaws replied, “‘No.” That his “girls” 
all were composites of several, even 
many, models. “If one did find one’s 
ideal, it would at once cease to be an 
ideal, wouldn’t it?’ he turne >» me 
with an elusive, far-away look his 
eyes that spoke of artistic communing 
on the heights at dizzy altitudes, where 
no mere ordinary mortal might follow. 
After waiting a moment I ventured 
to intrude with my next question, con- 
cerning Mr. Stanlaws’ aims in the 
moving picture industry, into which 
field he has but recently entered. What 
at first seemed a rather strange adven- 
ture on his part was defined more clear- 
ly as he talked about it. In spite of 
the marvels so far accomplished, the 
moving pictures, not as an industry so 
much as from the purely dramatic and 
artistic standpoint, are still in their 
swaddling clothes. And it is with this 
recognition that the services of such 
men as Barrie, Stanlaws and many oth- 
ers of dramatic and artistic note, to say 
nothing of the eminent actors from the 
speaking stage, are being enlisted, so 
that through the wonderful medium of 
the camera not only varied types can be 
introduced, but whole and successive 
stages of their lives and emotions, their 
manner of dressing and of behaving 
through all the stress and complexity of 
the manifold conditions of modern life.

Eleanora Duse was the greatest tra- 
gedienne of Italy and one of the great- 
est in the world. She was a tall, beau- 
tiful woman of the Juno type and at 
the height of her powers. and of her 
reputation. She fell utterly enamoured 
of thé young poet, who had few graces 
save youth and genius. D’Annunzio is 
neither tall, imposing nor handsome. He 
has always been quite ugly, in fact. But

He became involved in debt 
scandals. His villa full of antiques was 
seized by creditors. Eventually he was 
practically forced to leave Italy. He 
went to Paris. There he passed years 
filled with desultory work and desultory 
love affairs. The romance which came 
as a companion piece to the Duse-affair 
occurred several years before the out- 
break of the war. 

In Paris flourished Ida Rubinstein, 
a dancer who was making a great sensa- 
tion in strange, lascivious and exotic 
dances. She wasa leading figure in the 
world of esthetic decadence, and 
d’Annunzio belonged to that world. He 
fell in love with the strange Ida 
Rubinstein. 

Once again d’Annunzio rode the 
heights of love. He had _ progressed 
along the paths of sensuality, which he 
had trod since his boyhood. He loved Ida 
Rubinstein with all the abandon of a 
man given to a life of the senses, which 
is the most exciting life yet discovered. 
it was under the inspiration of Ida 
Rubinstein that d’Annunzio wrote his 
great work, “Saint Sebastian.” The 
music was written by Debussy. The 
dancer played the part of Saint Sebas- 
tian. The Archbishop of Paris forbade 
attendance at the play. Even Paris was 
shocked by it. 

Then poetic justice overtook d’Annun- 
tio. Ida Rubinstein threw him over. She 
jilted him for a handsome, giant Kus- 
sian- barytone. Who he was is exceed- 
ingly interesting. 

The ofhgr day there was a great sensa- 
tion in Chicago. A certain beautiful lady 
charged the great Russian barytone of 
the Chicago Opera Company, Georges 
Baklanoff, with sundry mistreatment. 
fhe said he brought her to Amer- 
ica as his wife, whereas they were mar- 
ried in no wise, and now had abandoned 
her for another. The striking feature 
of the event was that the authorities 
took cognizance that under the lady’s 
allegations Baklanoff had come into the 
United States under false pretensions 
of marriage, that he was an undesirable 
alien on the score of immorality, and 
that according to the law he should be 
deported. A lively legal fight was prom- 
ised, as the millionaire backers of the 
Chicago Opera Company averred that 
Baklanoff was a great barytone, as he is, 
even though he is a poor actor. They 
vewed they would stand by him to the last 
and would fight his case to the limit. 
Eventually Baklanoff was not deported, 
but the injured lady had the satisfaction 
of having talked a great deal, ~f having 
created a/scandal and of having made 
things very uncomfortable for her faith- 
less lover. 

It was this Baklanoff, so the story- 
goes, who took Ida Rubinstein away from 
d’Annunzio. ; 

lt was a bitter thing for the Italian 
poet. Baklanoff was tall, handsome and 
young.” D’Annunzio was short, ugly and 


not so young. For once his genius did 
not more than balance off these disad- 
vantages. The Russian carried the day, 
and d’Annunzio was plunged into bitter- 
ness and grief. 


Now came one of the most startling 
episodes of the poet’s career. He an- 
nounced that no new sensation was left 
for him, and that therefore there was 
no reason for him to continue. He would 
make away with himself, but by no ordi- 
nary suicide. One morning and he 
would have disappeared, dissolved, evap- 
orated, turned into ashes that had scat- 
tered’ in the wind. He would do no 
ordinary rotting in a grave. He was 
devising a strange new mode of self- 
destruction, one that would at a terrible 
stroke dissolve him into his primordial 
atoms. It was as-near a thing to self- 
annihilation as chemistry would give him 
any hope to effect. 

This meant that d’Annunzio was done 
with love. He had never lived for any- 
thing else, and if no further love came 
for him he would have no new sensa- 
tions to live for; and he would consum- 
mate his terrible suicide. The world 
waited with eager curiosity for the poet’s 
promised fantastic end, certain that no 
new sensation would come to stave it 
cff. 

But the war came. D’Annunzio got 
the war fever, which was certainly a new 
sensation for him. He began a wild, 
impassioned crusade for Italy to enter 
the war, and it was due to him more 
than to. any other man that Italy de- 
clared war on Austria. Thereafter he 
had endless opportunity for excitement 


‘in serving in the trenches, in sailing with 


Italian gunboats, in flying in the Ital- 
ian air service. His greatest exploit 
was to fly over Vienna and drop, in- 
stead of bombs, copies of his poems. With 
the return of peace d’Annunzio’s oppor- 
tunities for martial sensations seemed 
to have diminished considerably, but 
presently he had astonished the world 
by collecting a band of Italian fire-eaters 
and seizing Fiume. He has held it ever 
since to the tune of the world’s per- 
plexity. He has made himself a colossal, 
an absurd, a heroic figure. He has 
achieved new sensations with a vengé- 
ance. | 

But the world is badly upset by these 
latest new sensations of the strange poet, 
It would be far better if he had used 
less troublesome means of securing 
novelty. And what may he not do next 
in his quest? The diplomats have said: 
“What a blessed thing it would be if 
d’Annunzio would find some source of 
new sensations safer for the world than 
politics! If he would return to love, 
for instance.” 

And now d’Annunzio seems to have 
returned to love. He has fallen enam- 
oured of a beautiful Venetian pianiste. 
May he gain great joy and many new 
sensations, out of his love and leave 
international politics alone! So say the 
rulers of Europe 

In this light the poet’s latest love affair 
is one of the strangest in history. 

In all this d’Annunzio quite outdoes 
the recent celebrated affair of the mysti- 
cal M. Maeterlinck. Maeterlinck’s ro- 
mance with his first wife, Georgette Le 
Blanc, was a duplication of d’Annunzio’s 
with Duse. The Belgian poet did the 
ordinary thing of throwing off his old 
love for a new one. The unconventional 
thing came with the story from Parig 
that he and the first wife and the girl 
who became his second wife’ were living 
together in amity and in the same 
house in Faris. 

You would expect gaudy romances 
rather less on the part of the chaste, 
mystical Belgian who has preached a 
gospel of “one love” than on the part 
of the mad Italian whose philosophy hag 
been “as many loves as possible.”

Americanism was the Keynote of our 
Des Moines biennial, and Americanism 
must be the keynote of our two years’ 
work until we meet again. In a time 
of upheavel and hazy thinking and so- 
cial turmoil these groups of ourg can 
do no greater service than to keep 
their minds serenely fixed upon the 
great ideals of America and their 
hands busy in doing the work that 
will keep these ideals stable. 


It has become plain that the main- 
stay of a democracy is a public both 
informed and active. I have wished 
that we might adopt as our self-de- 
scription som®% such words as these— 
“A body of organized women in every 
community who can,.be depended upon 
to promote whatever lends to the bet- 
termen of life.” We are volunteer so- 
cial werkers. In a democracv, official! 
work can not be turned over wholly 
to officials. The citizen must keep 
pace with the official or so become a 
mere bureaucracy. It ds our part to 
dovetail our work with great public 
aims, just as we did in war time, un- 
derstanding the issues at stake, and 
with equally conscientious living up 
to our obligations and our engage- 
ments. Ecénomie and social~ well- 
being depend on having a harge body 
ef such volunteers in every tewn and 
villase in America. 


"The federation has peeuliar facilities 
for this kind of serviee. Ft is not a 
“one idea” organization. It sees Hfe 
whole and discourages the “ene pur- 
pose crank.” It hag all types of women, 
rich and poor, radical and cérnserva- 
tive, city and country, educated and 
untrained. It is net a class affair. We 
realize that the things ‘that bind ws 
together are far deeper and greater 
than the things that sepatate us—and 
there is no Jessen America needs more 
at present than fest this sense of 
abiding unity. Class consciousness is 
one of the greatest dangers beth in 
political life and in tn@ustrial fife. 


Among the many anewers that came 
to the comméittee that made survey 
of club wishes with regard to reor- 
ganization, @ large proportion asked 
for a Simplification of departments of 
work. The new board acted on this 
suggestion an@ grouped the depart- 
ment under six heads as announced 
elsewhere. 


The reorg ranization was made not

Trateing in Franchiee. 

Because of the neW political power 
that is coming to us. I wish evety club 
would this year spend a part of its 
time in training its members toward 
a Wise use of the franchise. Study our 
sovernment, national, state, municipal, 
county. Study the grewth and the 
functions of party government, and 
Study hew the machinety of covern- 
ment acteally werks and how it is 
used sometimes to defeat the purposes 
of democracy. We have created a new 
department, that of Ameriean citizen- 
ship, and part of its purpose will be 
te provide you with suggestions anda 
pregrams for such study. But go 
ship is not mainivy a matter of in 
mation. It is three-quarters a mat- 
ter of life. We should not have any 
problem of “Americanization” if we 
Had put ail the ideals of America into 
our courts, our industrial machinery, 
our election of the dfficials who come 
in centact with the foreign born, our 
h mg and our health conditions. Po 
put these real American ideals into 
America is the work of the volunteer 
citizen worker. We want homes where 
the big things are made big and the 
little —— eamepertans: where chil- 
dren can be woll rh and joyous and 
grow wp te noble citigenship, where 
the family income is: made to serve 
the highe a interests (which 
are also t interests of the nation) 
where we have provided all the means. 
meral, hygienic and educational for 
vigorous American minds and bodies. 
We want communities that are exten- 
sions of the home, where we shal! be 
friends with each other, we people of 
all kinds: We shall not get thease 
things unless we all work together, 
aot . in our towns put nationally.

by Private W. C. Hay in letters to the 
children of Cuthbert, Ga., the records 
ef four confederate veterans from 
Randolph and Stewart counties, W. 
Cc. Hay, James M. Martin, Thomas J. 
Lumley and J. C. Patterson, illustra- 
tiona, and the story of the soldiers’ 
home by Hush H. Colquitt. 

The reminiscences begin when the 
Fifth G@orgia regiment left Macon for 
Pensacola, Fimw., on May 10, 1861, then 
extend on through campaigns near 
Dalten, Ga.. hospital experiences, life 
as a prisoner in Camp Douglas at 
Chicago, Til, and every phase of army 
life ig depicted. 

Mr. Hay gives a vivid description of 
the battle of Pranklin, Tenn. He de- 
scribes camp life at Dalton and the 
jokes played on recruits, the camp 
songs, experiences at foraging, tells 
how the girls were helping by planr- 
ing gardens and practicing consetva- 
tion. He describes the “ocean of flames” 
which destroyed Atlanta and _ the 
scenes of desolation. tells about 
Cumberland Gap, enn.; Bethel 
Springs, Corinth, _ Brage’s cam- 
paign through Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky., of living for three days on 
acorns and parched corn. He  de- 
seribes the battles around Nashville, 
where he was captured and sent to 
Camp Douglas. He tells of punish- 
ments in the prison, such as “riding 

rgan,” “reaching for grub,” etc., of 
prison music when the singers passed 
the hat for the reward of tobacco 
chews. *
